WINN IPEG, March 19, 1881. 

As the Czar of Russia was returning from parnads 
at Michael’s Palace, St. Petersburgh, about 2 p.im., 
on Sunday, a bomb was thrown from amongst the 
crowd gathered to see him pass, and exploded under 
his carriage, doing it considerable damage. The 
Czar alighted unhurt, but a second bom» was thrown, 
which exploded at bis feet,shatterinz both legs below 
the knees, and inflicting other terrible injuries. He 
was immediately conveyed in an unconscious state to 
the Winter Palace, where he died at 4:30 p.m. Two 
persons concerned in the crime were arrested, and 
admit their guilt. The explosion also killed an officer 
and two Cossacks. Many policemen and other per- 
sons were injured. 

In the House of Commons at Ottawa, on the third 
reading of the Bill amending the Dominion Lands 
Act, the Opposition moved in amendment, to limit 
the area sold to one person, that lands i 
of subject to conditions of settiement,the even num 
bered sections to be sold only on condition of actual 
settlement, and to be paid for in cash at the time ot 
sale—all of which was voted down. 

Sir John A. Macdonald says there will be a large 
reduction in the expenditure for Mounted Polie 
this year. The pay of the men will be reduced, and 
the system of stationing police changed, making the 
period of service shorter, and changing fosts every 
two years. The number of posts will be reduced, 
and a great portion of the force will be concentrated 
at headquarters.

A long and 
loud argument ensucd as to the mghtful winner, the 
friends of Rowland claiming the money, as he was 
the first to touch the handkerchief. The decision of 
the judges, however, was in favor of North West.
